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Smith’s Mistake. 
Smith—all our readers have heard ot Smith 
—lias committed a slight error. 
Smith used 
to live in Indiana, and still takes one of the 
rural papers there to keep him posted about 
matters at his old home.

Kellar w as arrested by the 
mob, and preparations for making a pendulum 
of bim went on w ill) great expedition.

Tho rails upon which 
cars have run safely for years have suddenly 
become fruitful of accidents; time-tables ouce 
the record of safety and the absolute guide of 
the respective positions of trains, have now 
lapsed Into mere tidal beaches showing where 
the full-time trains last run, until now It Is 
hardly jmssdhle when a freight train stops and 


an express runs ap to It, to find a flagman 
with legs long and swift enough to flutter his 
warning of danger in the face of (ho next lo 
comotivc in time to secure its stoppage other 
than in tho midst of wreck and ruin. 
What is the remedy for all this! Supcriutcn 
dent Toucey may grow still more watchful than 
we think he really Is now, engineers and con 
due toro may learn to be careful and trusty 
aud the machinery be run as accurately 
machinery can be, but something more than 
this will be Deeded, something which lessens 
the possibility of occidents to the minimum.— 
Atty passenger ttpoti this road who sees within 
fifty miles of Havel an express train haul 
off twlceoa the track where: trains of opposite 
direction are running, to let a fast train pass, 
and only so far ahead of another express that 
a flagman must be sent back to warn it, with 
freight trains and way trains, and the Com 
ra xlore’a own private specials frequently flit 
ting by, must see that the road is overcrowded 
The two extra tracks which are already in 
marked though varying stage of progress from 
Palmyra to Schenectady will very materially 
relieve the Central line, and the bill which 
Vanderbilt is said to have ready for presents 
Hon to the next legislature will help the end of 
the Hudson River road to measurably do its 
share of the work. 
But It needs only a half 
comprehension of tim wonderful growth of the 
west to see that even four tracks will Ik* 
Inadequate in a few years as two tracks are 
now.

D e la y ed L ette r. 
Nothing strikes the eye of an Eastern mail 
in middle and northern Minnesota with more 
prominence than tho great number of flue 
large churches of the Roman Catholic faith. 
The edifices are universally or huge propor­ 
tions and of costly construction, mainly of the 
handsome, glisteuiug Minnesota granite. 
At 
small places, of only three or four hundred in­ 
habitants or even ot a couple hundred, there 
would be a §50,000 church. Its spire rising 
high In tho air, and Its interior eorlcb&l with 
staioed-glasa windows. 
In little St. Joe, 
which consists of a hardwaro-store, grocery, 
grist-mill, and a few dwellings, there Is a 
granite church copable of accommodating as 
many worshippers as any two churches In the 
entire city of Kingston. 
And sometimes on 
some of the few slight eminences that occa­ 
sionally rise from the prairie, far removed 
from town, will be seen a broad stone church, 
of costly construction, that would be esteemed 
an improvement by most of our city congre­ 
gations desirous of enlarging their border?. 
The secret of it Is, that most of the farmers 
are German Catholics, and tho morning ser­ 
vice brings a string of wagons from a wide 
circle of wheat fields. 
The edifices being generally so large and 
costly we were led to Inquire the reason of the 
comparatively diminutive size of some few 
that we passed upon which the cross was 
prominent. 
IVO were told they were "G rass. 
hopper Churches.” 
Of course this was a 
puzzle. 
We couldn't account for a grasshop­ 
per church. 
We ventured the guess that per­ 
haps they Jumped from place to place as Hie 
exigencies of the population demanded, and 
we looked around for some signs of a nomadic 
lieople, and inwardly resolved to write to soma 
friends on the Missouri River, who find tl.eir 
village lots frequently carried away by whims 
of Hie current, that such a kind of building 
would be nice to have In the family. 
The title 
came as oddly as it seems. 
Tim great grass­ 
hopper year will never pass from the memory 
of Hip early Minnesotlan. 
The insects ate tip 
everything except the potatoes, which were 
too far advanced for them to injure. 
The 
people were In despair. 
The Catholics held 
special services, and a lot of little churches 
were put up in different part* where the peo­ 
ple could meet and the priests make apicial 
intercessions for the removal of the plague,— 
Shortly after the grasshoppers hopped off, 
every one of them. 
And ever since then 
every year Grasshopper Day has been kept as 
a holiday by the Catholics. 
On that day each 
year tho people meet in their churches, a pro­ 
cession is formed and marches out of the vil­ 
lage or hamlet or city a mile or more upon the 
open prairie, where lints are staked out, and 
there is marching and counter-marching, and 
services are held in the open till-. 
This grasshopper plague was a terrible 
one, and left liehind a dreadful winter for the 
inhabitants. 
Some of Hie housewives told inc 
of their experience. 
They had absolutely 
nothing left from Hie fields except potatoes, 
and for days sat down to the table with noth­ 
ing iqHin it but a dish of those vegetables and 
tome milk. 
Flour they bad uot, and it could 
not lie procured for money—and that in a 
state now ready to pour thirty million bushels 
of wheat into the mills of the east, but the 
land could not feed both kind of boppers.— 
People could not ask their friends to dinner or 
tea because they had notlriug to give them, 
aud could not buy it. 
After woek* ot efforts 
to get something one man started for a |>oint 
200 miles away to sec if a firm there could be 
induced to pay a debt of considerable amount 
in wheat or Hour. 
He plodded on his way 
through that long journey in the cold of a bit­ 
ter whiter, and weeks after when lie returned 
he wxs Hie most welcome man that ever came 
to town. 
The population crowded around his 
vehicle, and in a twinkling the flour was on 
its way to be made into the lire! bread the 
families had tasted for weeks, 
We rode about a dozeu miles from St. Cloud 
to St. John's College and the Monastery of St. 
Louis. 
It belongs to the Benedictine Order. 
There is but one other in the nation 
at St. 
Vincent, and only oue other on the continent 
—at Montreal. 
Alniut seven miles from the 
college Hie road branches from the highway 
and runs entirely through the property of Hie 
order, which also owns four miles in another 
direction urn! miles in others. 
Tile college 
buildings are of stone aud brick, the latter 
made by the Brothers themselves. 
It is situ­ 
ated ou a broad plateau slightly rising from 
the hanks of a most lovely lake of a peculiarly 
and beautifully tinted water. 
Near the centre 
of this lake is an island, upon which is a tiny 
chapel and tables for pic-nkking. 
The Abbott 
is Right Rev. Rupert Seideuhuscb, and there 
are half a dozen priests, a score of workmen, 
and eight “clerks," as tho students who in­ 
tend to join the order are called, with several 
monks, and iii Hie seasou about a hundred 
students. 
On Sundays the *• workmen” all 
wear priests' habits. 
They do all their own 
work that Is possible, and take students for 
$ls0 |H'r annum. 
The alii ii object in locat ing 
the college so far away from all other habita­ 
tions was to secure isolation, but the Brothers 
have also got a most valuable property, upon 
which are half a dozen lovely lakes. 
When it 
is fully improved it will be one of the most 
attractive sjmts in Minnesota, and liefore many 
years will be added to the catalogue of water­ 
ing-places. 
I must leave Minneapolis, the Gem of the 
West, for another letter. 
We left that city In 
a neat omnibus drawn by four grays, who 
with a lively trot over a fine road soon brought 
us to Minnehaha, the poet's waterfall. 
It was 
no dream of Longfellow that painted its lieauty, 
but a sweet reality, for if ever one would like 
to pack up a cascado carefully and bring It 
home, Minnehaha is the one; it is a perfect 
little jewel. 
The stream flows under a com­ 
mon bridge across the highway and under the 
railroad, but no one would suspect that It held 
so beautiful a picture in its quiet waters. 
They gently ripple to the edge, and then drop 
over into the most delicate waving strings of 
white drops to the base about sixty feet bow ii. 
The water is not deep enough to hold any 
color, but still enough to make the effect 
most 
lovely. 
The 
rock 
forms 
a 
half 
circle, 
in 
the ceuter 
of 
which 
the 
waters drop 
into the |iool with a slight 
touch of spray. 
The rock curves inward in a 
mftst graceful way, and tho sjiectator walks 
behind the face aud looks forward at least 
fifteen feet iqion a most lovely veil let down 
between him and the outside world, but 
r e . 
veallug the tint of the green leaves and grass 
beyond. 
I '|K)n Hie edge of the cliff upon 
either side dings trailing clematis, os if Min­ 
nehaha, a aweel girl at play, had gracefully 
fastened some white blossoms in lier falling 
tresses. God may have made a lovelier picture 
and hiddendt somewhere in the recesses of 
wonderful Nature, but I have not seen it.— 
The best Idea of Minnehaha can be obtained 
from photographs of a picture by Munger. 
The photographs of Hie waters themselves fail 
to reproduce the wavy beauty of the falling 
drops, the most peculiar feature of the fall. 
The surroundings are not much improved, 
although the valley below the fall could be 
marie of exquisite loveliness. 
Tills condition 
is due to the fact that heretofore it lias been 
overumcnt pro|ierty. 
The Fort knelling do­ 
main included the Minnehaha Creek, with the 
falls. 
The readers of The Freeman are famil­ 
iar with the great swindle whereby Frank 
Steels bought the property without paying for 
It aud rented bis own land to Uncle Sam for 
more money than he agreed to pay for the fee 
simple’. 
A lot cif the land was sold at auction 
uot long ago, aud Frank Steele bought Minne­ 
haha at the rate of $1,500, so that all the 
lieauty and jioetry of the sweetest caro tic in 
America brought under the hammer about one 
dollar, for which sum you can get four |pliotc- 
graphs. 
But the change wjll tend t6 improve 
the property. 
We hope it will lead the botel 
proprietors to cook their chickens they set be­ 
fore their guests.

From a time whereof the memory of man run­ 
neth not to the contrary, clergymen have held 
an humble status in society when measured by; 
the standard of the simple virtue of manliness. 
Certain diseases have been their peculiar per­ 
quisite, and the indulgence usually granted to 
sick babies has been believed proper for them. 
To many ministers this position is and has 
been unspeakably humiliating.

came in the shape of what the late A. Ward 
Would have called a “ sweet boon.”

The St. Louis Democrat prints a very 
graphic account of the execution by a mob of 
John Kellar, who, impelled by a desire for ven­ 
geance upon his wife, who had separated from 
him, murdered her and also certain members 
of a family named Boyd, with whom she had 
taken temporary refuge. 
Evidence of a cir­ 
cumstantial but very clear character pointed 
to Kellar as the perpetrator. 
All this happened 
m Kansas, which, perhaps, we should have 
mentioned before. 
Kellar was arrested by the 
mob, and preparations for making a pendulum 
of him went on with great expedition. 
At­ 
tempts were made by the authorities to stop 
these summary proceedings, but the crowd 
was in no mood to listen to appeals for mercy 
or delay. 
With the exception of one man, 
who refused to take further responsibility in 
the mat'er, the self-constituted jury and judge 
were a unit for hanging. 
The tragical grand 
climax was easily reached. 
Kellar was made 
to mount a wagon, witli a noose around his 
manly neck and the rope gracefully adjusted 
to a tree. 
The sequence was after the old 
style, and a promiuent member of the Kellar 
family of Kansas died of artificial suffocation. 
We have this comment to make: Law is re­ 
sponsible for its own violations. 
The mob 
that executed this man Kellar was not, ac­ 
cording to the Democrat’s statement, inspired 
by a wish for what is vulgarly called “ satis­ 
faction,” but was evidently in dread of the 
law’s delay. Law must be mechanical, but an 
excess of machinery defeats its purpose. 
The 
deep-sealed sense that society must be pro­ 
tected and that civil authorities fail often to 
do it, leads sometimes to just such extra-judi­ 
cial affairs as that at Fort Scott. 
The moral 
Is quickly drawn. 
Upon vascillating and cor­ 
rupt judges, purchasable or emotional juries 
and dodging, evading lawyers rests much of 
the blame for violations of the identical 
statutes these men are appointed to eniorce.

The Ellenville Press still seems to think The 
Freeman does not occupy exactly the right 
position on the disputed point whether Presi­

The Hudson River Railroad, until lately as 
free from accidents as its substantial build anti 
watchful management ju tilled, has of late had 
an epidemic ot tho sad occurrences which so 
startle a community accustomed to settle down 
into unquestioning reliance upon the pre­ 
vailing order of things. 
Tho rails upon which 
cars have run saiely for years have suddenly 
become fruitful of accidents; time-tables ouce 
tbe record of safety and the absolute gnide of 
the respective positious of trains, have now 
lapsed into mere tidal beaches sbowiug where 
the full time trains last run, until now It Is 
hardly possible when a freight train stops and 


an express runs np to It, to find a flagman 
with legs long and swift enough to flutter his 
warning of danger In the face of tho next lo* 
comotive in time to secure its stoppage other 
than in the midst of wreck aud rulu. 
What is the remedy for all this! Superinten­ 
dent Toucey may grow still more watchful than 
we think he really is now, engiueers aud con­ 
ductors may learn to lie careful and trusty 
and the machinery lie run as accurately as 
machinery can be, but something more than 
this will be needed, something which lessens 
the possibility of accidents to tbe minimum.—- 
Atty passenger Upon this road who sees within 
fifty miles of ttatel an express train haul 
ofl twiceon the track whero trains of opposito 
direction are running, to let a fast train pass, 
and only so far ahead of another express that 
a flagman must be sent back to warn it, with 
freight trains and way trains, and the Com­ 
modore’s own private specials frequently flit - 
ting by,must see that the road is overcrowded. 
Tbe two extra tracks which are already in a 
marked though varying stage of progress from 
Palmyra to Schenectady will very materially 
relieve the Central line, and the bill which 
Vanderbilt is said to have ready for presenta­ 
tion to the next legislature will help the end of 
the Hudson River road to measurably do Its 
share of the work. 
But it needs only a half 
comprehension of the wonderful growth of the 
west to see that oven four tracks will be as 
inadequate in a few years as two tracks are 
now. 
Besides additions of tracks there must 
be a muliiplication of routes. 
To fully relieve 
tiie east aide of the river there must be a rail­ 
road 0 11 the west shore of tbe Hudson, that the 
requisite number of fast trains may run and 
yet not overtake and telescope each other.

It ought to be unnecessary for us to

—Aside from (lie personal nature of the 
Massachusetts political canvass, the result of 
the October election in Ohio is the only aud 
chief object of national interest and import­ 
ance.

E D IT O R IA L C O R R E itO S D E N C E . 


D e la y e d L e tte r. 
Nothing strikes the eye of an Eastern man 
iu middle and northern Minnesota with more 
prominence than the great number of fine 
large churches of tbe Roman Catholic faith. 
The edifices are universally of huge propor­ 
tions and of costly construction, mainly of the 
handsome, glistening Miuuesota granite. 
At 
small places, of only three or four hundred in­ 
habitants or even of a couple hundred, there 
would be a $50,000 church, its spire rising 
high in the air, and Its Interior enriched with 
stained-glasa windows. 
In little St. Joe, 
which consists of a hardware-store, grocery, 
grist-mill, and a few dwellings, there Í3 a 
granite church capable of accommodating as 
many worshippers as any two churches in the 
entire city of Kingston. 
Ami sometimes on 
some of the few slight eminences that occa­ 
sionally rise from the prairie, far removed 
from town, will be seen a broad stone church, 
of costly construction, that would be esteemed 
an improvement by most of our city congre­ 
gations desirous of enlarging their borders. 
The secret of it is, that most of the farmers 
are German Catholics, and the morning ser­ 
vice brings a string of wagons from a wide 
circle of wheat fields. 
The edifices being generally so large and 
costly we were led to inquire the reason of the 
comparatively diminutive size of some few 
that we passed upon which the cross was 
prominent. 
We were told they were “ Grass, 
hopper Churches." 
Of course this was a 
puzzle. 
We couldn’t account for a grasshop­ 
per church. 
We ventured the guess that per­ 
haps they jumped from place to place as the 
exigencies of the population demanded, and 
we looked around for some signs of a nomadic 
people, and inwardly resolved to write to soma 
friends on the Missouri River, who find their 
village lots frequently carried away by whims 
of the current, that such a kind of building 
would be nice to have in the family. 
The title 
came a3 oddly as it seems. 
The great grass­ 
hopper year will never- pass from the memory 
of the early Minnesotian. 
The insects ate up 
everything except the potatoes, which were 
too far advanced for them to injure. 
The 
people were in despair. 
The Catholics held 
special services, and a lot of little churches 
were put up in different parts where the peo­ 
ple could meet and the priests make special 
intercessions for the removal of the plague.— 
Shortly after the grasshoppers hopped off, 
every one of them. 
And. ever since then 
every year Grasshopper Day has been kept as 
a holiday by the Catholics. 
On that day each 
year the people meet in their churches, a pro­ 
cession is formed aud marches out of the vil­ 
lage or hamlet or city a mile or more upon the 
open prairie, where lines are staked out, and 
there is marching and counter-marching, and 
services are held in the open air. 
This grasshopper plague was a terrible 
one, and left behind a dreadful winter for the 
inhabitants. 
Some of the housewives told me 
of their experience. 
They had absolutely 
nothing left from the fields except potatoes, 
and for days sat down to the table with noth­ 
ing upon it but a dish of those vegetables and 
some milk. 
Flour they had not, and it could 
not be procured for money—and that in a 
state now ready to pour thirty million bushels 
of wheat into tho mills of the east, but the 
laud could not feed both kind of hoppers.— 
Teople could not ask their friends to dinner or 
tea because they had nothing to give them, 
aud could uot buy it. 
After woeks ot efforts 
to get something one man started for a point 
200 miles away to see if a firm there couid be 
induced to pay a debt of considerable amount 
in wheat or flour. 
He plodded 0 11 his way 
through that long journey in the cold of a bit­ 
ter winter, and weeks after when he returned 
he was the most welcome man that ever came 
to town. 
The population crowded around his 
vehicle, and in a twinkling the flour was on 
its way to be made into the first bread the 
families had tasted for weeks, 
We rode about a dozen miles from ¿t. Cloud 
to St. John's College and the Monastery of St. 
Louis. 
It belongs to the Benedictine Order. 
There is but one other ¡11 the uution--at St. 
Vincent, and only one other 0 11 the continent 
—at Montreal. 
About seven miles from the 
college the road branches from the highway 
aud runs entirely through the properly of the 
order, which also owns four miles in another 
direction and raile3 in others. 
The college 
buildings are of stone and brick, the latter 
made by the Brothers themselves. 
It is situ­ 
ated on a broad plateau slightly rising from 
the banks of a most lovely lake of a peculiarly 
and beautifully tinted water. 
Near the centre 
of this lake is an island, upon which is a tiuy 
chapel and tables for pic-nicking. 
The Abbott 
is Right Rev. Rupert Seidenbuscli, and there 
are half a dozen prie3t3, a score of workmen, 
and eight “clerks,” as the students who in- 
teud to join tbe order are culled, with several 
monks, and in the season about a hundred 
students. 
On Suudays the “ workmen” all 
wear priests’ habits. 
They do all their own 
•vork that is possible, and take studeuts for 
$180 per annum. 
The main object in locating 
the college so far away from all other habita­ 
tions was to secure isolation, but the Brothers 
have also got a most valuable property, upon 
which are half a dozen lovely lake3. 
When it 
is fully improved it will be one of the most 
attractive spots in Minnesota, and before many 
years will be added to the catalogue of water­ 
ing-places. 
I must leave Minneapolis, the Gem of the 
West, for another letter. 
We left that city in 
a neat omnibus drawn by four grays, who 
with a lively trot over a fine road soon brought 
us to Minnehaha, the poet’s waterfall. 
It was 
no dream of Longfellow that painted its beauty, 
but a sweet reality, for if ever one would like 
to pack up a cascade carefully and bring it 
home, Minnehaha is the one; it is a perfect 
little jewel. 
The stream flows under a com- 
thon bridge across the highway and under the 
railroad, but no one would suspect that it held 
so beautiful a picture in its quiet waters. 
They gently ripple to the edge, and then drop 
over into the most delicate waving strings of 
white drops to the base about sixty feet down. 
Tiie water is not deep enough to hold any 
color, hut still enough to make the effect 
most 
lovely. 
The 
rock 
forms 
a 
half 
circle, 
in 
the center 
of 
which 
the 
waters drop 
into the pool with a slight 
touch of spray. 
The rock curves inward in a 
mftst graceful way, and the spectator walks 
behind the face auil looks forward at least 
fifteen feet upon a most lovely veil let down 
between him and the outside world, hut re­ 
vealing the tint of the greeu leaves and grass 
beyond. 
Upon the edge of the clifi upon 
cither side clings trailing clematis, as if Min­ 
nehaha, a sweet girl at play, had gracefully 
fastened some white blossoms in her falling 
tresses. God may have made a lovelier picture 
and hidden-it somewhere in the recesses of 
wonderful Nature, but I have not seen it.— 
The best idea of Minnehaha can lie obtained 
from photographs of a picture by Munger. 
The photographs of tbe waters themselves fail 
to reproduce the wavy beauty of the falling 
drops, the most peculiar feature of the fall. 
Thu surroundings are not much improved, 
although the valley below the fall could be 
made of exquisite loveliness. 
This couditiou 
is due to the fact that heretofore it has been 
government property. 
Tbe Fort Snelling do­ 
main included the Minnehaha Creek, with the 
falls. 
The readers of The Freeman are famil­ 
iar with tbe great swindle whereby Frank 
Stcelo bought the property without payiüg for 
it aud rented his own land to Uncle Sam for 
more money than he agreed to pay for the fee 
simple'. 
A lot of the land was sold at auction 
not long ago, and Frank Steele bought Minne­ 
haha at the rate of $1,500, so that all the 
beauty and poetry of the sweetest cascade in 
America brought under the hammer about one 
dollar, for which sum you can get four (photo­ 
graphs. 
But the change wjll tend tó improve 
the property. 
We hope it will lead the hotel 
proprietors to cook their chickens they set be­ 
fore their guests.

M i l w a u k e e , August 30.—The Democratic 
and Liberal Republican State Committees 
have called a State Convention to meet in 
Milwaukee September 24th to nominate an op­ 
position ticket for Governor and other state 
officers.

an election to fill a vacancy occurring before the ex­ 
piration of a full term, they shall hold for the residue 
of the unexpired term . Their num ber and classifi­ 
cation may be regulated by law. Justices ri the 
peace and judges or justices of inferior courts, not of 
record, and their clerks, n ay he removed after due 
notice and an opportunity to be heard by such courts 
as may be prescribed by law for causes to be assigned 
in the order of removal.
